Th e anno u ncement cam e with 
less th an a d ay to go befo re to ­ 
d ay ’s 6 a.m . strike d ead line and 
after aro u nd -th e-clo ck nego tia­ 
tio n sessio ns. Th e co ntract ac­ 
tu ally wo n’t go into effect u ntil 
ratified by th e u nio n’s 10,000 
m em bers, wh o v o te later th is 
week.

ger So cial Secu rity benefits, a 
crackd o wn o n crim e and a fair­ 
er tax sy stem. 
In a so rt o f su bstitu te State o f 
th e Unio n m essage, th e Presi­ 
d ent said th at th e ad m inistra­ 
tio n is seeking “ to red irect th e 
co u rse o f th e natio n.” 
He called again fo r co ntinu a­ 
tio n o f th e inco me tax su r­ 
ch arge, h igh er 
p o stage 
rates 
and o th er step s to attack wh at 
h e term ed “ th e ru ino u s rise o f 
th e inflatio nary p ressu re.” 
He said , to o : “ Ano th er p rio ri­ 
ty is th e co ntro l o f crim e.” 
Eq u ally p ressing p rio rity , h e 
said , go gs to th e “ p ro blems o f 
th e citfes.” 
Nix o n p ro m ised v igo ro u s and 
inno v ativ e p ro gram s to ro m bat 
h u nger 
and 
m alnu tritio n, 
re ­ 
fo rm th e welfare sy stem and 
m ake a mo re o rd erly attack o n 
so cial p ro blem s instead o f th e 
p resent 
“ h o d ge-p o d ge o f p ro ­ 
gram s p iled o n p ro gram s.” 
Th e Presid ent also p u t re ­ 
newed em p h asis 
o n 
enlisting 
p riv ate enterp rise and v o lu n­ 
tary su p p o rt o f th e p eo p le in 
“ co mbatting th e natio n’s ills.”

Some Peru v ians believ e Washington’s deci­ 
sion to forego the imposition of economic sanc­ 
tions on their cou ntry is a v ictory for the gov ­ 
ernment of Ju an Velasco Alv arez.

Between now and nex t y ear the state shou ld 
consider the appointment of an additional one 
or two depu ty registrars in Salem to handle 
the bu siness of motor v ehicle registrations. 
The assigned registrar, Nina Morris, is no 
longer associated with the clu b and the 
Dres- 
ent load is obv iou sly too great for one agency . 
Ask any motorist. 


In what represents a hit of a switch, a Cana­ 
dian firm plans to bu ild a $13-million chemical 
plant in Ohio. 
Ohio companies and many in other states 
hav e bu ilt nu merou s plants in Canada, to the 
ex tent that some Canadian 
officials 
hav e 
charged that the United States is dominating 
the economy of their nation. 
The American firms, while reaping profits, 
hav e, nev ertheless, prov ided employ ment for 
many Canadians. Now, a Canadian firm will 
prov ide jobs for Americans. 
Su perior Acid & Iron, Ltd., of Toronto, Ontar­ 
io. will erect its plant near Ashtabu la in the 
chemical complex of that section of northeast 
Ohio. The plant will conv ert acid primarily for 
the steel indu stry . 
As raw materials needed for the conv ersion 
process will be shipped from Canadian ports, 
the port trade at the Ashtabu la port also will 
benefit. 
No longer a one-way street, the continu ing es­ 
tablishment of indu strial firms on one another’s 
soil indicates the ev er-growing closeness and in­ 
ter-relationship of the United States and Cana­ 
da 
It might be termed a dev eloping togetherness. 


War Evaders Always With Us 


Ev ery war this cou ntry has fou ght has seen 
its share of deserters, sitter-ou ters, ev aders 
and those who cou ld not in good conscience 
participate. 
The Vietnam war is no different, althou gh 
we sometimes get the impression that all these 
categories are more heav ily represented than 
in any prev iou s war. 
Since the beginning of the massiv e U.S. 
troop bu i!d-u p in Vietnam three y ears ago, 
more than 100,000 serv icemen hav e been of­ 
ficially listed as deserters (absent withou t 
leav e for more than 30 day s). 
Until last y ear, howev er, the desertion rate 
per 1,000 serv icemen was comparable to that 
du ring the Korean War and is still well below 
the rate du ring World War II. 
More than 85 per cent of those carried on 
the rolls as deserters ev entu ally tu rn them­ 
selv es in v olu ntarily , say s the Pentagon. Only 
853 deserters hav e sou ght refu ge abroad, and 
40 per cent of these are aliens who hav e de- 


thê 
cided that U.S. citizenship is not worth 
price of military serv ice. 
Another matter entirely is the thou sands 
of y ou ng men who hav e signified their opposi­ 
tion to the war or the military by fleeing 
abroad before they cou ld be drafted. An ar­ 
ticle in the National Observ er pu ts the nu m­ 
ber at 5 0,000, chiefly in Canada and Sweden. 
This figu re is probablv higher than in any 
prev iou s conflict, thou gh as a percentage of 
popu lation, it cannot compare with the Rev o­ 
lu tionary War when whole families of dissenters 
left the United States permanently for Canada 
or the British W’est Indies. 
Draft ev asion and resistance were also no­ 
toriou s du ring the Civ il War. In Ju ly , 1863, 
draft riots in New York City k illed an esti­ 
mated 1,000 persons. 
What is remark able abou t die Vietnam war 
b not that so many y ou ng men are v oting 
against it with their feet, bu t that, in a war 
that is the most u npopu lar in the nation’s his­ 
tory , there hav e been relativ ely so few. 


No Fav ored Treatment For Sirhan

reply to my inqu iry after reading the recent 
item in The Salem News regarding potential 
arrangements for Sirhan Sirhan. Its pu blica­ 
tion wou ld clear u p the misu nderstanding of 
others, who, lik e my self, may hav e been dis­ 
tu rbed by the news item.

“You r recent letter to Gov . Reagan, con­ 
cerning the special segregations u nit which if 
being prepared to hou se Sirhan Sirhan if he 
is conv icted and sent to state prison, was re­ 
ferred to this department for reply . 
“The first news stories, with an accompany ­ 
ing sk etch, abou t this segregation u nit were 
incorrect. 
While 
special 
secu rity -protection 
measu res are planned, no lu x u ry or fav ored 
treatment is contemplated. 
“The facts are that this department has or­ 
dered heav y steel secu rity screens installed to 
separate three cells from the remainder of « 
max imu m secu rity cell block . 
\ “One of these three cells wou ld be the pris­ 


oner’s liv ing qu arters. It wou M be a standard 
prison cell, six feet by nine feet, with the 
u su al meager fu rnishings. It wou ld not contain 
a telev ision set. 
“The prisoner wou ld not hav e free acces» 
to the other two cells in the segregation u nit. 
These wou ld be u sed for a secu rity v isiting 
room and for a shower stall. Thu s, the priso­ 
ner wou ld not leav e the segregation u nit for 
official v isits by family members and attor­ 
ney s or for baths. The prisoner wou ld not hav e 
access to an adjacent cook ing area at which 
a gu ard will heat prepack aged foods. Separate 
cook ing will be necessary as a precau tion 
against a possible poisoning attempt in the 
central k itchen which wou ld endanger other 
inmates. 
“In the ju dgement of v eteran prison of­ 
ficials, su ch u nu su al precau tions are necessary 
in this case. The prisoner in the small segre­ 
gation u nit will be u nder cu stodial controls 
more restrictiv e than those in effect for most 
inmates in the prison sy stem and at least 
equ al to those in effect on death row.”

Hatching of a Nation 


By RAYMOND MOLEy 
The title of this piece is su ggested by the cov ­ 
er of the play bill of the Broadway show “ 1776.” 
It portray s a large egg labeled with the Union 
Jack and break ing throu gh the shell is a 
scrawny u gly chick bearing a banner with a 
strange dev ice. 
When I was 21. I conceiv ed, for reasons I 
cannot now fathom, an ambition to become a 
drama critic. That su mmer in Ann Arbor, 
Mich., where I took some cou rses, I told a dis­ 
tingu ished professor of the dramatic art that I 
was u ndecided between that career and the 
law. Knowing a lot abou t the theater and no­ 
thing abou t the law, my adv isers strongly su g­ 
gested law. I got the hint and nev er in the 
y ears since hav e I written abou t a play —u ntil 
now. 


BUT MY REFLECTIONS abou t the amazing 
Broadway su ccess of “1776” hav e less to do 
with the anatomy of the play than its impact 
u pon the critics and the pu blic. 
The performance presents u pon a stage, with 
only one set, sev eral sessions of the Continental 
Congress in Philadelphia in the spring and ea”- 
ly su mmer of 1776. It was a y ear after blood 
had been shed at Lex ington and Concord, bu t 
apparently the delegates of the states were still 
perplex ed abou t what thy were going to do 
abou t their qu arrel with England. It was in 
tru th a do-nothing Congress. Specifically , the 
matter at issu e and the theme of the play con­ 
cerned the conception, writing and adoption of 
the Declaration of Independence. 
There is represented, among many others, 
John Adams, Benjamin Frank lin and the y ou ng 
redhead Thomas Jefferson, fresh from his stu dy 
with the most learned man in the Colonies, 
George Wy the. Until then, the most fanatical 
energy of Adams had k ept this idea of inde­ 
pendence aliv e in the Congress. At his insist­ 
ence, a committee was formed to draft the dec­ 
laration. and the older members coerced Jeffer­ 
son to find the words necessary to the div orce 
of the Colonies. The Virginian had been away 
from home six months, and his creativ e facili­ 
ties needed the comforting influ ence of his 
y ou ng wife, Patty . And so Adams brou ght her 
to Philadelphia, and the elix ir of lov e loosed the 
flow of the Jefferson intellect. The cou rse of the 
drama from then follows history . 
This story is told in hu ndreds of book s and is 
well k nown to cou ntless schoolboy s and girls. It 
prov ides nothing new. The records are all com­ 
plete. As material for drama, it wou ld seem to 
be su itable only for a “pageant at homecoming 
day ” at some v illage, su rely not for a “sophisti­ 
cated” Broadway au dience. 
And especially in the climate of the 1960s, 
when an appeal to tradition brings forth only 
hoots and jeers or when the blight of cy nicism 
Infects the land. Play s these day s, it seems, 
mu st rev eal the u rban problem, the war in 


Vietnam, the black rev olt or other su bjects of 
social significance. Ou r flag is dishonored and 
the light of religion is ex tingu ished in the name 
of civ il liberty . Ou r schools are in disarray and 
ou r y ou th are tau ght that the past is no gu ide 
to the fu tu re. 
Against ail 
this, the people who created 
“ 1776” cast their die—they challenged all of the 
traditions of mu sical comedy . They disdained 
the box -office appeal of name stars. They had 
only two women in the show, and one, Abigail 
Adams, was still in Massachu setts. There was 
no shou ting choru s. No songs y ou can remem­ 
ber, no dancing ex cept a bit of choreography by 
Benjamin Frank lin between bou ts of gou t. And 
to complete the challenge to this age, there Is 
no intermission. 
AS WALTER KERR wrote in the New York 
Times, “how, pray , do y ou get a mu sical ou t 
of that? By going abou t y ou r bu siness withou t 
compromise, apoogy , self-consciou sness, piety 
or fear . . . It is the most independent mu sical 
comedy in y ears, and if y ou ’v e got any cner* 
acter of y ou r own y ou ’ll go and see it in­ 
stantly ju st to k eep its independence company ” 
A score of critics echoed these sentiments and 
took to the dictionary for words to match their 
enthu siasm. 
I attended this show du ring its first we?k , not 
as a critic bu t as a pay ing gu est, ju st to gain 
more mu scle for my belief in the essential 
sou ndness of the American people. Bu t 
a pack ­ 
ed hou se boisterou sly joined me in my apprecia­ 
tion. I saw and heard there the answer to 
a ll 
this talk abou t a “sick society .” For in its 
cru de beginnings this cou ntry had the stu ff 
ou t of which its greatness came to be inev it­ 
able. Tick ets are selling for months ahead, 
and more than one critic has said that it 
will 
be ru nning u ntil 1976. 


A Backward Glan ce

A Repu blican meeting was held in Salem on 
Oct. 23, 1856, featu ring a parade ov er the prin­ 
cipal streets of the v illage. The procession was 
headed by the Salem band. Following the band 
were 32 women, representing the 32 states and 
the territory of Kansas. After these came two, 
fou r, and six -horse teams hitched to v ehicles 
filled with Repu blicans. Delegations from near­ 
by towns were inclu ded in the parade. 
TLey ev idently elected their man. James 
Bu chanan (President of U.S. 1857 to 18 61). 


MRS. W. H. MULLINS and Miss Ev e Dem- 
lng were soloists for a grand concert held at 
the Presby terian chu rch the ev ening of Oct. 
15. 1886. PhiHip Wirshing, local organ bu ilder 
and C. C. Sny der, a merchant, were In the 
men’s grou p. Mason Beau mont was director of 
the program.

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Nuclear Pact 
Hopes Rise 


WASHINGTON - At last there may be a 
break throu gh in the 13 y ears of deadlock be­ 
tween the Sov iet Union and the United States as 
to how an agreed limitation of nu clear materi­ 
als wou ld be inspected so as to v erify whether 
the parties are adhering to their pledges. 
Up to now, the Sov iets hav e objected to let­ 
ting representativ es of the United States partic­ 
ipate in the policing procedu res. Bu t the new 
U.S. plan wou ld leav e it to a neu tral organiza­ 
tion k nown as the International Atomic Energy 
Agency , which is located in Vienna and is u nder 
the ju risdiction of the United Nations. 
The Sov iets hav e claimed that American 
Inspectors might u se their v isits as a cov er for 
espionage. Bu t this was not the only objection 
as the real pu rpose was a Sov iet desire to k eep 
• free hand In increasing the produ ction of nu ­ 
clear weapons. 


IRRESPECTIVE OF WHAT Moscow’s ev en­ 
tu al attitu de toward the plan may be. the fact 
b that the American offer may prov e to be a 
historic milestone in finding a satisfactory way 
to police all k inds of armament restrictions. 
Tbe proposal was made this week by Adrian 
Fisher, the American representativ e at the 17- 
nation disarmament conference at Genev a. It 
is, in effect, a challenge to the signatories of 
any agreement to accept the same inspection 
procedu re as now is prov ided for in the treaty 
recently ratified by ou r Senate which pledge» 
the world’s nonnu clear nations not to produ ce 
nu clear weapons. 


Both the United States and the Sov iet Union 
already hav e what are considered adequ ate 
su pplies of materials for nu clera weapons. Bu t 
once these are ex hau sted, a halt to fu rther pro­ 
du ction wou ld place a ceiling on weapons stock ­ 
piles in the two cou ntries. 


The theory is that, now that most nonnu clear 
powers hav e agreed to refrain from mak ing nu ­ 
clear weapons and a tru stworthy sy stem of 
Inspection has been set u p. both the United 
States and Ru ssia wou ld be in a position to ap­ 
ply the same ru le of self-denial and giv e u p the 
mak ing of the fissionable material for mor» 
new weapons. 
What mak es the problem difficu lt is that u ra­ 
niu m processing facilities can also be operated 
for peacefu l u ses and It becomes essential to 
mak e su re that these materials are not secretly 
div erted to military objectiv es. This Ls why 
some sy stem of effectiv e inspection is neces­ 
sary . 
There ls, of cou rse, no ev idence y et that the 
Sov iets will accept the American proposal. Bu t 
it certainly giv es Moscow an opportu nity to 
nhow the world that it is willing to mak e a 
change from its prev iou s position. Acceptance 
wou ld indicate that the Sov iets are ready to 
carry forward the mov ement for an ev entu al 
prohibition of the u se of nu clear weapons by 
any nation. 
Certainly the United States wou ld join the 
other powers of the world in su ch a pact. It 
wou ld be a step toward prev enting not only nu ­ 
clear war bu t any major conflict. 
The ex pense of present-day armament is so 
large that, In a cou ntry lik e the Sov iet Union, 
the whole standard of liv ing of the people is 
k ept at a low point. A gov ernment which cou ld 
rid itself of a hu ge part of the annu al arma­ 
ment ex pense wou ld be popu lar at home and 
abroad. 


MOSCOW HAS LONG NEEDED something to 
help ou t ex penditu res on the military side, espe­ 
cially in its effort to influ ence other parts of the 
world, so that it cou ld concentrate on domestic 
problems. 
The United States, therefore, now has tak en 
the lead toward a realistic limitation of nu clear 
weapons — which will be su bject to adequ at« 
inspection.

Four Take Part 
In 23rd Hijacking 
To Cuba This Year 


MIAMI (AP) — A quartet of 
sky pirates—including one who 
quietly read his Bible and one 
who ordered Scotch at gunpoint 
—engineered the year’s 23rd 
airline hijacking to Cuba, re­ 
turning passengers and crew 
said Sunday. 
And as small comfort to Pan 
American World Airways which 
must bear the estimated $10,000 
tab for a hijacking, stewardess 
Janet Hoffman demanded and 
got 50 cents for the hijacker’s 
drink. 
“ He handed me a dollar, and 
I gave him back 50 cents and he 
smiled,’’ she said. 
The 84 passengers and seveV 
member crew of the San Juan- 
to-Miami flight reached here 
aboard the jetliner some four 
hours after its forced stop in Ha­ 
vana. 
The pilot, Capt. George Dox, 
said the pirates surrendered two 
guns and a hunting knife to the 
two Cuban militia men who met 
the plane at a Havana airport. 
Radio Havana described the 
hijackers only as “ four individu­ 
als.” 
The hijacking raised the num­ 
ber of passengers and crew who 
have been aboard airliners di­ 
verted to Havana this year to 
1,739.
